Bnt beyond this is tie fact that has i 


animated the Administration, which is. 
<bat tie conditions reuniting fron» 'he 
strike are 5n the nature of a national 
calami^. It is not an impending cal- 


amity, but it is distress of which the 
country is already feeling. 


Appeals from citizens and states- 


men, from poHticians of every degree 
and from all classes of society have 
come from the 'New England States. A 
fuel famine means something in th'e 
east. It means death and suffering to 
a degree which cannot be imagined in 
Philadelphia and New York. In ail 
large cities there will be misery from 
a shortage of fuel, but the cities nam- 
ed, and all other sections of the coun- 
try, are near coal of some kind. If 
anthracite is not obtainable bitumin- 
ous can be had. 


In Connecticut and Massachusetts, 


for instance, which states contain a 
larger population to the square mile 
than any other section of the country, 
there arc no native coal fields. The 
fuel has to be brought, and it is from 
these sections that the great pressure 
which has 
influence is brought 
to 


bear. 


It is within the last few weeks that 


this New England 
aspect 
has been 


brought to the attention of Washing- 


ton. 
Since this element has entered 


the consideration, that of certain suf- 
fering if the strike is prolonged, the 
representations to the operators direct 
from the National 
Executive have 


been to the point and emphatic. 


It has been also agreed upon by the 


miners' leaders that they must adopt 
offensive as well as defensive tactics 
if they arc to win from the Coal Trust 
within a reasonable time. 


Following this idea they are procur- 


ing legal advice from many quarters. 
Several methods of procedure 
were 


discussed at the conference between 
John Mitchell and Mrs. Cohen among 
them being the following 


1. Through the police power of the 


state curb abuse of power by" the Coal 
Trust. 


2. To secure ownership of mines 


by the right of eminent domain, ren- 
dering compensation through findings 
of juries. 


3. The appointment of receivers to 


conduct the business._o£ jcoaL mining, 
with the interest of the public in view. 
. 4. An attack on the charters of all 
coal 
carrying 
companies 
owning 


mines by instituting 
quo warranto 


proceedings ior acts ultra vires. 


It was impressed upon the President 


of the United Mine Workers by Mr. 
Cohen that the Legislature holds the 
key to the situation. He said that 
the condition 
demands a 
breaking 


away from precedents and an entering 
into a realm of progressive law, and 
that the doctrine of public policy will 
permit of the making of new law.

For Relief of Money Market is Stated 


by Secretary of the Treasury 


Shaw. 
i 


New York, Sept. 30—Sccrctray of 


the Treasury Shaw following the de- 
moralization of the stock market yes- 
terday has announced a further plan 
for the 
relief of the money 
market. 


Briefly stated, the Secretary will per- 
mit national banks to forego the ne- 
cessity of maintaining a 25 per cent 
reserve against 
deposits 
of public 


money secured by Government bonds. 


There is about 5>J »-• ,000,000 of public 


money so deposited 
In the banks of 


the country. This 
plan will release 


about $30,000,000 
of gold and make 


available, according to the Secretary's 
figures, about $130,000,000 of credit. 


Secretary Shaw declined to discuss 


the financial situation further than to 
say that the Treasury would co-oper- 
ate as far as possible with the banks, 
botii cast and west, in their effort to 
supply the necessary credit to do the 
unprecedented amount of 
business 


that is taxing railroads and steamship 
lines, as well as banks, to the utmost.

Commission 
May be Chosen This 


Week—Day in Common Pleas 


Court. 


A copy of the bill just passed 
by 


the Legislature governing the appoint- 
ment of jury commissioners and the 
selection of jurors was received Tues- 
day by Judge Charles W. Seward. The 
Act provides that the commissioners 
shall furnish a jury wheel, and place 
the same in the custody of the Clerk: 
that within 10 days after the passage 
of the act and before the fourth Mon- 
.day 
of May of each year thereafter, 


the judge or judges of the Court of 
Common Pleas, or a majority of such 
judges for each division, shall, in joint 
session appoint four 
judicious free- 


hold electors 
in each county, to be 


commissioners of jurors for one year. 
On or before the first Monday afxer 
the appointment, and on the fourth 
Monday of May in each year thereaf- 
ter such commisisoners shall meet at | 
tne auditor's office at 10 o'clock in the 
forenoon, and shall there select such 
number as the court may direct of ju- 
dicious and discreet persons, having 
the qualifications of electors, to be se- 
lected from the various 
wards and 


townships in proportion to their popu- 
lation ;the names of such persons so 
selected shall be written by the clerk 
on separate pieces of paper, and plac- 
ed in the wheel. Said wheel shall be 
securely locked at all times except 
when by order of the court it shall 
be necessary to put names in it, and 
to draw from it. 
The act provides 


that the Clerk be the custodian of tho 
wheel, and provides a punishment for 
tampering with it. 
Compensation of 


$3 for each day necessarily employed 
is provided to be paid the commission- 
ers; not to exceed 10 days in a year. 
Provides for punishing any person 
who suggests 
to or influences 
such 


commissioners in the selection of any 
person as a juror, and provides for 
punishing any commissioner who ac- 
cepts any gift, compensation or favor, 
or the promise thereof from any per- 
son who has any cause pending in the 
courts. The art also repeals former 
sections of the statute relating to jury- 
commissioners.

SHUT OFF THE GAS 


Now Cambridge Will Try to Ge 


Licking County Fuel. 


The Natural Gas Company Made Good Its Threat 


When the Cambridge Council Passed a Fif- 


teen Cent Franchise Monday Night. 


Cambridge, 0., Sept. oO—The ieople 


of Cambridge are hot, but they were 
not made so by the natural gas which 
has furnished fuel and light for this 
city for the past fifteen years. 


The city council last night, by unan- 


imous vote passed an ordinance fixin 
the price of natural Sas at 15 cents a 
thousand feet—the price it has been 
here for the past fifteen years, until 
the recent creation of the Ob Jo Fuel 
Supply Company trust, when it was 
arbitrarily increased to 25 cents, with 
a discount for cash. 


Public sentiment was unanimous 


against the increased price and the 
city council, acting in accordance with 
that sentiment, which had been cor-' 


rectly reflected by t \e Guernsey Time 
voted unanimously lor the 15 cents or 
dinancc. 


It was 10:30 o'clock when

adjourned, and at 12:30 o'clock- th 
Ohio Fuel Supply Company and th 
Cambridge Light and Fuel Compan> 
made good their threat and turned off 
the gas from the ciiy, thus forfeiting 
their franchises.

Railroad Tie Problem. 


The question of railroad ties is an 


important one and has been receiving 
a great deal of attention. 
Owing to 


the sand used by engines, the moisture 
in the roadbeds, and the strain due to 
the sweying of trains, the ties rot and 
wear away rapidly. This necessitates 
the frequent replacing of the ties. Ex- 
periments have been made with steel 
ties of various descriptions, but the 
expense has been so much greater 
and the roadbeds so insecure that the 
cheaper wooden ties are used most 
generally. 
Additional 
experiments 


have been made to find some devise 
to prevent 
the rocking of the rails. 


This has led to a tie plate which sets 
in the ties and is so constructed as to 
eliminate the destroying agency. 


Railroad ties are laid on an average 


of 2bOO to 
the mile. With 230,000 


miles of track this makes 375,000,000 
ties in service. Renewals take 75,000,- 
000 ties yearly and 13,000,000 are used 
in building extensions. These ties are 
of almost every kinc of wood, depene- 
ing chiefly upon the locality and the 
abundance of timber. 
They last at 


least four years and in some cases as 
long as 12 before being replaced. The 
least durable is the Oregon fir and 
pine and the most uurable white oak, 
cedar and redwood. 


Chicken on an Engine. 


Imagine the surprise of travelers at 


the B. & O. depot this morning 
at 


seeing the B. & O. westbound passen- 
ger coming into the depot with a big 
Plymouth rock chicken seated com- 
fortably upon the pilot of the engine. 
It must have been picked up between 
Scio and this city, and one leg having 
become fastened, the fowl came along 
to this city.
